Ws, As the participants in CISPR now include agencies other than 
the Armed Services, its activities appear to fall within the scope of 
the National Intelligence Authority, and it is believed that coordina— 
tion of its work would be more effective if performed under the aus-— 
pices of the Director of Central Intelligence. 

i. It is therefore recommended that the Joint Intelligence Study 
Publishing Board be brought under the Director of Central Intelligence 
for policy supervision; that the Director of Central Intelligence desig- 
nate a director of the Joint Intelligence Study Publishing Board; and 
that the Central Intelligence Group undertake a study of the future of
